The vSocial Security Administration 
has over 100 million accounts by 
numbers rather than by names. Reason 
for this is there are over one million 
Smiths, Johnsons, and Andersons and 
other common names. 

A social security number is an im¬ 
portant. number. If you use an in¬ 
correct number, it means extra work 
for the Government, emplo>er, and 
account-number holder. And, it could 
mean loss of benefits to you or your 
family on retirement or death. 

If you know of anyone who needs a 
social security number, he or she can 
obtain an application from any Post 
Office or from your nearest Social 
Security Office.

Bennington Student Describes Non-Resident 
Term Job in Lab at Sprague Electric 


as well as in the analytical lab. This 
entailed some mathematical work and 
gave me much practice with the slide 
rule and formulas. During the ten 
weeks I worked in the laboratory I 
learned a great deal of chemical pro¬ 
cedure. It wasn't new theories, but 
the practical application of what I had 
previously learned in College. Our 
lab at Bennington contains much of the 
same equipment as that at Sprague’s so 
that none of it was completely strange 
to me, but I was using it for a definite 
end. As a w'hole, I regard my winter 
job as a very profitable experience.” 

The Bennington College student 
worked at Sprague Electric during her 
ten-week work period. This work 
period is designed to give Bennington 
College students practical work ex¬ 
perience. Miss Holt’s description of 
her job appeared in an article entitled 
“Ten Non-Resident Term Jobs”. 


In the Spring issue of the Bennington 
College Alumnae Quarterly, Joan Holt, 
a Bennington College, Class of ’54, 
chemistry major, has described her 
winter job as a chemistry researcher at 
Sprague Electric. 

Miss Holt writes, “During the winter 
I worked in North Adams, Massa¬ 
chusetts, at the Analytical Laboratory 
of the Sprague Electric Company, one 
of the largest manufacturers of capa¬ 
citors in the world. The work of the 
lab was concerned with analytical 
control, checking the materials used 
in production for chemical purity to 
meet the specifications which had been 
set up for them, supplemented by re¬ 
search analysis.” 

She goes on to describe the job fur¬ 
ther, “I spent a large part of my time 
mixing and standardizing solutions for 
tests conducted throughout the plant

Ralph recently entered in a national 
photography contest the photograph 
of “Mush” Moore, a fabulous character 
who traveled through the Berkshireson 
his journey from Alaska to Maine in a 
| dogsied. Ralph went to the Williams 
Inn to photograph the dogs and dog- 
sled but discovered “Mush” had 
I greater photogenic value. To simulate 
the whale oil used as a weather pro¬ 
tective by mushers, Ralph used vaseline 
on the face of his subject. The result 
was the photograph of an “Alaskan 
Dogsledder” dressed in his furry parka 
and his face smeared with vaseline 
(which incidentally also served to bi ing 
out the facial highlights). 

Photography and skiing brought 
Ralph to live in the Berkshires. The 
winter season finds him skiing and 
photographing at the same time, thus 
combining his two favorite pastimes. 
Local ski establishments, as well as 
Stowe, Vermont., have been the scenes 
of many of his pictures. Ralph and his 
w'ife first met due to their mutual 
interest in skiing and photography, and 
in the best Hammann tradition, their 
young son, Ralph, has become another 
ski and photography enthusiast. 

Ralph has been the recipient of 
awards in photography contests and 
has had several prints reproduced in 
well-known photography magazines. 
At the present, he is writing a book on 
the toning processes in photography 
in which he explains the use of coloring 
in pictures. For example, one photo- 


| graph may be tinted blue, another 
black, and still another brown or red. 
Upon completion, he will illustrate 
litis book witli itis own photographs. 

Ralph’s talents have been put to 
good use by Sprague Electric.
